1669 % by 
William Durdon Dr. ofphjficki .concerning the Death of the 
Big%-brea(lcd Woman Qdifcourfed of in Numb, 5 2,) together 
with what was thereupon obferved in her Body. 

Sir, 

I Thank you for yours, which by reafonof my abfence came 
not to my hands till this day. Elizabeth Travers dyed on 
Thurfday night, October 21. The next morning I fent for a 
Chirurgion , and fome others to be prefent at the opening, and 
taking off of her Breads* though we only took off one, viz. the 
b iggeft 5 ' which was the left, and having weighed it , we found 
it of Sixty four pounds weight. Upon the opening ofit> (which 
we made in feveral places) wecould find neither Water, nor 
Cancerous humors, nor any thing vinous, more than the prodi- 
gious bignefs-jandthe7*£»/iand Parenchymous flefli were pure* 
ly white and folid, and no other than what we fee in the founded 
Breads of Women ^ or the bed Udders of other Animals. She 
had loft her domach and red feverall weeks before, and made 
great complaints of her Breads from their great didenfion > and 
her whole Rody was exceedingly emaciated. , I have fent you 
inclofed one meafure , which was the Bre&dih of her two Breads 
(asfhe waslayd out on a Table being dead y) I mean, from the 
further end of the one to the other 5 which youl find three foot 
two Inches and an halfe $ and another meafuie 3 (hewing the Cir- 
cumference of t he Breads long- wife , viz,, four foot^ md nmfour 
inches > and a third, giving the Circumference of the Breadth , 
viz. three foot four inches and an hdfe. 

Theright Bread we took not off., but we guefs, it weighed 
fourty pounds. I did fome weeks fince begin a Salivation with 
her 5 which leffend her Breads in circumference fome inches-, 
but (lie proving not conformable, I (lord not proceed to 
keep up the flux, but was forc\i todefiu. Butfhcwas won- 
dei fully revived afterwards for fome time. She being weary of 
that courfe., I thencaufed a Caiijlic to beapplyed*, upon which 
the Elcb.tr falling off ? yet nothing illkxl out of the Bread. 
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Then Icaufed an Incifion-knife to be ufed, and made an Inci- 
fion two inches and an halfe deep ( fuppofing the Cauftick had 
not wrought deep enough ) but 'twas to no more jurpofe y 
than the former.
